unemployment, 


and has been forced 
to admit

conditions arc belter than in normal 
times of business activity. 
Impelled 


by the desire to secure renewal of 
its enormous 
appropriations 
for a 


government employment service, the 
department has been regularly issuing 
depressing accounts of unemployment 
conditions. 
The falsity of the repre- 


sentat.ons was demonstrated by com- 
pilation of statistics from the adver- 
tising columns of the 
daily 
papers, 


from which it was shown that adver- 
tisements for "Help Wanted" exceed- 
ed 
advertisements 
for 
"Positions 


Wanted" m the proportion of five to 
one. 


Confronted by this evidence of its 


Siiilt, the Department of Labor now 
admits tnat lale figured show 
that 


there are at the present time 200,000 
less unemployed "than there under 
normal conditions- 
during industrial 


activity." 
And every observing man 


knew that this condition existed weeks 
before the Department of Labor 
ad- 


mitted it. In almost every city 
and 


village there has been 
difficulty 
in 


getting help for either steady jobs or 
for the odd jobs constantly presented 
in every community.
